— Service of the Church, or the Common 
Prayer Book, proved to be taken out of 

the Bible, Oc. The Deſign is certainly very good, 
and, as well as I can judge, the Performance fully 
anſwers the Deſign ; for the References are juſt 
and fair, the Expreſſions, in every Petition of our 
Prayers or Suffrages, being exactly agreeable to 
thoſe T exts which the judicious Author has af- 
fixed to them, in many Places being the very 
Words of the Scripture, and, when they are not ſo, 
are perfectly conſonant thereto, I hope it may be 
of great [ſe to convince well-meaning Diſſenters, 


that our Liturgy was not taken from the Mas- 


Book, as they are commonly perſuaded to think it 
was. And although ſeveral of the Prayers, 
Hymns and Suffrages may be found in the Romiſh 
Pontifical, yet they are not retained by us becauſe 
they were found in that Book, but becauſe they 


| were agreeable to the Scriptures, and are to be 


found in thoſe ancient Liturgies, which were 
framed by the Fathers of the Primitive Church, 
before Popery appeared in the World. It was 
not the Deſign, neither ought to have been, of thoſe 


good Forefathers of ours, who reſcued us from 


+ opery, to introduce a new Religion, but on to 
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reform the old one. Their Buſineſs was not to 
root up the Foundation, but to deſtroy that Super. 
ttition and Idolatry which the Church of Rome bad 
brought in Frank us. Whatſoever was plainly © 
eſſential, either to the Hong or Wellbeing of ©. 
"briſtianity, and evidently appeared to be 117 £ 
ed by Chriſt and his Apoſtles, was not to be re- 
E pr becauſe the Church of Rome maintained it,

to our Dwellings, we offer unto thy 
divine Majeſty the Sacrifice of Praiſe 
and Thankſgiving, lauding and mag- 
nifying thy glorious Name for fach 
thy Preſervation and Providence over 
us, through jeſus Chriſt our Lord.

Note, Theſe Thankſpivings extra- 
ordinary anſwer, moſt of them, to 
the Prayers extraordinary foregoing ; 
we praiſe God in the latter, for what 
we prayed for in the former. They 
need not be ſcriptured out exactly, for 
they are the very Scriptures them- 
ſelves, both: for Ground of Matter and 
Form of Words. They are of a ves 


ry rational Contrivance, for great De- 


liverances ought to have perpetual Re- 
membrances, and the pracious Fa- 
vours of God beſtowed on us are to 
be remembred and acknowledged with 
Gratitude. The very Heathens in 
their Stories ſhew it to be uſctul, and 
God in Scripture by his Injunction 
makes it neceſſary, Det. iv. 9, 10. 
that we ſhould dutifully repay to 
God our Tribute of Praiſe, for the 
great and undeſerved Pen: fits which 
we have received from him, Pſalm exi. 
4. Thus have I, for the Good of the 
Church, (I hope) and for the Glory 
of God, and for the Satisfaction of 


ſome who may have Prejudices a- 


gainſt our publick divine Service, and 


upon that Account may abſent them- 


ſelves from it, or not join in it with 
that Devotion as they ought to do, 
Jam fure, without making any un- 
handſom and uncharitable Reflec- 
tions (which is a very great Error of 
the Pen) upon any Perſons whatſoc- 
ver, who do but own Chriſt and God 
as they are revealed in Scripture, and 
profeſs Chriftianity, contributed my 
poor Endeavours to invite ſ many in 
as Can be rationally moved and per- 
ſyaded to join with us in our Chri- 
ſtian Aſicmblits, that we may with

Heart, Mind and Mouth, glorify God, 
and ſerve him without Diſtraction, 
who is, I am ſure, the God of Order, 
and not of Confuſion. 

We are yet happy, if we know our 
Condition, 'for we have not Prayers 
locked up from us in an unknown 
Tongue, nor are we locked up from 


them, by beiug denied a daily and pu- 


blick Acceſs to them: There is no 
Church in the World hath all the Of. 
fices and Sacraments ſo adminiſtred 
conformably to the beſt. Precedents, 
in Words underſtood, without any 
Mixture of dangerous or ſuperſtitious 
Encroachments, and with that Gravi- 
ty, Decency and Sole mnity that be. 
fits the Service of God.
